vince, where at least a million and a half 
of peraons are said to be starving to death. 
The Rev. Timothy Richard, writes from 
Ching-chow in Shantang under date of 
Feb. 5th :~—‘'In summer the.great ory of 
the mass of the people was for rain. 


| Now it is for very life: Having finished 


their corn they eat grain-husks, potatos 
stalks and elm bark, buckwheat. stalks, 
turnip leaves, and graas seeds which they 
gather in. the fields and. sieve the dust 


of, When these’ are‘ éxhausted- thay 
pull down their houses, sell their timber, 
and it is reported. every where that many 
eat the rotten kaoliang reeds (sorgum 
stalks) from the roof, and the dried leaves 


which they usually burn for fuel, Of] tri 


their eating fuel leaves there is no doubt, 
Thousands eat them and thousands die 
because they cannot poe that. They. 
soll their clothes and children, Having 
no clothing left. to protest them frdm. 
the cold’ many: take . refuge in pita, built’ 
tinder-ground, to keep ‘thembelves. warm 
by the fetid breath of the crowd, which 
is bought dearly.

Shantung and Qbibli during the 
summer, and, autumn’ of “last yoar—a 
drought ‘which, it wilk be remembered, 
caused so ‘much tribulation and ‘so many 
prayers on the part’ of His: Imperial 
Majesty, all duly recorded. in the Peking 

fazette, and which were in the end 
crowned by. that consummate .piece of 
foolery of sending into the provinces for 
the celebrated “iron tablet” blessed with 
rain-producing qualities, but which on 
this occasion obstinately refused to act, 
notwithstanding the’ united aclivitations 
of all the great dignitaries in the capital 
from the baby Emperor downwards, .

similar charge cannot’ be inade'against 
its’ ‘subjects, ‘The well-to-do’: Chinese 
have, we believe; subsoribed ‘liberally to 
the relief funds at Shanghai and in other 
parts of the country, and some of 
them ‘have, we learn, given as much as 
Taels: 1,000, Many’ of the Chinese 
aithorities have also acted with com- 
mendable. seal ‘and liberality in the 
matter, It is tobe hoped that the worst 
phase of the famine is now over, but 
doubtless the unfortunate sufferers will 
require more or lesa aid for some months 
to come, ; 


COINAGE REFORMS AT MANILA,” 
The following decree regarding ‘the 
suppredsion of foreign coins appeared in the 
Manila Gaeta of the 21st March 1877, and 
was teproduced in the Comercio i— 


“1, From ‘this -date. and. until further: 


notice. the introduction of foreign coins 
ofall classes into those islands is forbidden. 

2. With'regard to the previous ‘article, 
all the: coins sent for from foreign ‘coun- 
les previous’ ta the publication of the 

resent decres, are excepted. The parties 
interested: must furnish to. the Exchequer 
within'24 hours, a true liat of such requisi- 
tion for the examination and satisfaction of 
the Board. “ fgg :

GENERAL AVERAGE. 
SHEPHERD AND OTHERS 0, KOTTGEN AND 
; he OTHERS. : : 
This case, which was heard ia the Queon’s 
Bench, raised a. question of ov siderable 
mercantile importange, as to whether the 
logs of a mast under the circumstances dis- 
closed was s general average loss or not, 
The plaintiffs wore-the owner’ of;the Rollo, 
a bark of 686 tons register, and ‘the defend- 
ante were the ownera.of part of the oargo. 
The parties really interested in the resalt 
of the sction were.the underwriters of the 
‘ship on the one hand, and the underwriters 
of the cargo ou the other, Tho’ Rollo left 
London on the 8th of December, 1874, for 
Hongkoug, with a. general cargo. After 
ghe had passed Scilly the weather became 
rough, and on the 17th it blew a hurricane, 
and part of the main chain plates on the 
starboard side gave way, and tho strain on 
the back stay being thus inoreased, it alao 
gave way. At the time the vessel was hove 
to on the starboard tack. In order to shift 
‘the strain, the captain. wore, the ship and 
put her on. the port tack. This waa done 
with a view of saving the maat, if possible, 
In tho log thé sea was desoribed: as frightful 
at this time. It was impossible to secure 
the starboard rigging. ‘he main-mast at 
thie time waa lurohiag violently, and the 
captain, foaring-that it would tear up the 
deck, cut the port rigging, and the main- 
mast fell over the starboard sido’ of the 
vestol, taking with it the mizen-maet. The 
vessel was afterwards overhauled by a 
steamer from. Liverpool and towed into 
Lisbon, The contention of the plaintiffs 
was that cutting away the maat was & sacti- 
fice for the benefit of the general venture, 
and, being such,-was @ proper subject for 
general average contribution. The conten- 
tiqn on bebal: of the defendants was, that- 
at the time when the mast, was out it was a 
lost mast, and therefore that cutting itjaway 
was no sacrifice, and the loss of the mast 
yas not a matter for” general average oon: 
‘tribution. : . 
The Judge (Mr Justice Maniaty) left it to 
the jury to say whether the mast was Vir- 
tuaily & wreck and gone at the time when it 
was cut away. The jury found that the 
mast ¢hen it was out away was a wreck and 
hopelessly lost. Upon this finding his 
Lordship directed judgment to be entered 
for the defendants, 


ENGLAND'S POSITION AT SEA. 

A correspondent writes to usi—An article 
‘by Mr Shaw Lefevre in Macmillan’ a Maga- 
sine, based on gertain French calculations 
to which we called attention some time ago, 
takes a most favourable view of our position 
at sea ag compared with that of other 
Powers, amd the article has already been 
‘quoted to show that there is no need for 
further exertion, and, of course, ‘still less 
‘for any alarm. The actual figures, dealing 
only ~with’ first-rate ironolads, are given as 
follows i—England is estimated at 1,112, 
‘France 853, Germany 372, Italy 284, Turkey 
215, Russia 153, and Austria 134. Thus 
“England’s first-class yeesels, built and build- 
ing, bear. only a ratio of 1,112 to -2,011 as 
“compared with ‘those belonging to the rest 
-of Europe; and even a combination between 
‘France, Russia, and Italy would give these 
‘three Powers'a superiority over, as in the 
narrow. seas, unless we were Gllied with 
‘Germany. .-When we consider that the com- 
‘mand. of the. Mediterranean is now almost 
‘os essential tous as the command of the 
‘Channel, and that our ironclad fleet has 
‘many other points at which it would be 
lealled upon to do duty, I.confess that, 
admitting. the truth of the French cdlewla- 
tiona, they do not seem to me exceedingly 
‘aatistactory. It is true, Mr Shaw Lefevre 
‘says boldly,: that “the creation of an It- 
alian fieet need be no cause of jealousy 
to England, but the reverse,” and thus 
disposes of one element in any possibly. 
-hostile combination. But the fact, at any 
rate, vemains that within » year or two from 
the present time Italy will be in -possession 
of four stupendous. turret ships armed with 
hepviet_guns than any we have afloat, and 
it is at least conceivable that she might find 
it to her advantage to join her feat to that 
of France. in the Mediterranean at some 
future time, “Where such intereats as those 
of our carrying trade are at atake we cannot 
afford to take anything—for granted. No 
doubt, as has been frequently urged of late, 
our ooaling. stations and fortified posts will 
give usan enormous advantage. over other 
nations which we “did not possess in the old 
wars provided ouly they are pty made 
use of; butit must. also he borne in mind 
that we are now infinitely. more than we 
were then dependent upon other countries 
for..our every-day food and for the. raw 
staples of our manufactures, Consequently 
wo need a far-greater proportionate strength 
fo be equally secure r Shaw Lefevre 
speaks aleo of the Shah, the Inconstant, and 
ther unarmoured vessels as giving us & 
ee superiority over possible assailants,
